The  Lady  Lion  Volleyball  team  was  looking  towards  the  future  this  year,  with  tri-captains  Natalie  Davis  Tracy 
Schoenfeld,  and  Mandy  Kossnar  leading  the  way.  They  played  well  throughout  the  year  of  rebuilding  under  new  Head 
Coach  Bill  Shook.  After  starting  the  season  strong,  they  finished  over  the  .500  mark  (16-15  in  the  regular  season,  6-8 
in  the  SAC)  before  heading  into  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  Tournament. 

Although  seeded  in  the  lower  half  of  the  draw  at  the  tournament,  they  managed  to  beat  Catawba  and  Carson-

Cross  Country  running  is  a 
sport  that  has  been  a  part  of  Mars  Hill's 
intercollegiate  program,  off  and  on, 
for  many  years.  After  an  absence  of 
several  years  it  was  returned  to  the 
athletic  agenda  during  the  1992-93 
school  year. 

Mike  Owens,  who  is  the  con- 
troller in  the  college's  Business  Office, 
doubles  as  the  cross  country  coach.  He 
is  a  15-year  veteran  of  cross  country 
running  and  has  participated  in  more 
than  300  races,  including  a  dozen 
marathons. 

The  cross  country  program  at 
MHC  encompasses  both  men's  and 
women's  teams.  Although  they  train 
together  and  often  travel  together  (be- 
cause they  compete  against  teams 
from  the  same  schools  such  as  Carson- 
Newman,  Tusculum,  and  Warren- 
Wilson),  they  run  separate  races. 

The  Lion  and  Lady  Lion  run- 
ners got  off  to  disappointing  starts  in 
the  fall  because  of  nagging  injuries, 
but  they  were  recovering  by  the  time  of 
their  own  Mars  Hill  Invitational  races.

When  the  1994-95  basketball  season  began,  the  burden  of  defending 
the  South  Atlantic  Conference  championship  which  Mars  Hill  had  won  the 
previous  year  fell  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  five  returning  seniors,  all  of 
whom  had  played  significant  roles  in  the  title-winning  race. 

Lamont  Jones,  who  had  contributed  18.0  points  and  5.9  rebounds  per 
game  in  93-94,  was  again  the  man  on  the  wing.  Steve  Arkansas  was  expected 
to  again  be  a  factor  at  the  other  wing  position.  Swingman  Stanley  Wheless 
(10.1  ppg,  5.3  rpg)  was  again  ready  to  anchor  the  Lion  defense.  The  play  of 
Richard  Medford  and  Michael  Helvy  in  the  post  was  also  counted  on  to  be  a 
key  factor. 

Junior  point  guard  Matt  Hurst  (20  starts  in  1993-94)  was  also  return- 
ing along  with  sophomore  wingman  James  Barber  (10.0  ppg).  That  gave  the 
'94-95  squad  seven  proven  players. 

Freshmen  Wes  Conner,  Chester  Weatheroy,  Mike  Buckner,  Larry 
Senvisky,  and  Sean  Rumfelt  were  also  eager  to  contribute  as  was  sophomore 
Matt  Piazza. 

No  wonder  the  Lions  were  picked  by  conference  coaches  and  media 
people  just  before  the  94-95  season  to  finish  first  again. 

Of  course  Cedric  Mansell,  the  SAC  "Player  of  the  Year"  in  1993-94 
had  completed  his  elegibility;  but  the  94-95  Lions  still  had  plenty  of  talent. 
Alas,  however,  things  don't  always  turn  out  as  predicted,  and  that  was  true  of 
the  94-95  Lions.  They  played  some  exciting  basketball,  but  they  didn't 
exactly  run  away  from  the  rest  of  the  league  teams.  In  fact,  at  the  mid-point 
of  the  season  in  late  January,  they  were  sporting  a  9-4  over-all  record  (2-2  in 
the  SAC).  They  still  had  a  chance  to  get  into  the  post-season  conference 
tournament,  but  Carson-Newman  and  Catawba  were  ahead  of  them  in  the 
race  for  the  crown.

Women's 


The  1994-95  basketball  season  was  a  good  one  for  the  Lady  Lions,  coached  by 
Sylvia  White  in  her  third  year  at  Mars  Hill.  There  were  four  starters  back  from  the  previous 
season  including  Susie  Hopson,  all-conference  and  all-SAC  tournament  player  from  '93- 
94.  The  only  senior  starter  on  the  '94-95  squad  was  Michelle  Johnson,  a  three-year  starter 
and  one  of  the  top  3-point  shooters  in  the  league. 

Mars  Hill  exploded  in  the  season  opener  with  a  106-71  win  over  Lees-McRae 
Hopson  had  1 9  points  and  12  rebounds;  and  five  others  were  in  double  figures-  Leslie  Cox 
and  Johnson  ( 1 4  each),  Sherry  Brown  and  Wendy  Haneline  ( 1 1  each),  and  Jackie  Shelton 
(10).  In  the  fifth  game  of  the  season,  Hopson,  a  junior,  passed  the  1 ,000-point  mark  in  her 
career  scoring  when  she  netted  the  14th  of  her  15  points  that  night. 

The  Lady  Lions  ran  up  a  7- 1  record  in  the  pre-Christmas  portion  of  their  schedule. 
Their  success  included  winning  the  Armstrong  State  Invitational  Tournament  with  an  86- 
75  victory  over  West  Georgia  in  the  opener  and  a  81-56  rout  of  the  host  school  in  the 
championship  game.  Johnson  scored  28  points  in  the  first  tourney  game  and  20  in  the 
second  to  win  "Most  Valuable  Player"  honors.  Her  performance  also  earned  her  "Player 
of  the  Week"  recognition  in  the  SAC.  DeShawn  Watkins  had  14  points  and  13  rebounds 
in  the  championship  game.  Hopson  contributed  3 1  points  in  the  two  games,  and  Elizabeth 
Pippen  and  Shelton  added  24  and  1 8  respectively. 

In  their  SAC  opener  against  Gardner- Webb  after  Christmas,  the  Lady  Lions 
boosted  their  season  record  to  8- 1  with  an  89-74  victory.  Johnson  and  Hopson  had  1 9  points 
apiece. 

Despite  a  brief  slump  in  mid- January,  the  team  continued  to  play  well  during  the 
remainder  of  the  season.  Sophomore  Terra  Pittman,  who  had  red-shirted  during  her 
freshman  year,  made  her  presence  felt.  Junior  guard  Amy  Ross  contributed  with  her  deadly 
jump  shot,  and  sophomore  Anna  Roberts  played  well  off  the  bench.
